Salt  Lakh  City  was  founded  July  24th,  1847. 
by  a company  of  Mormons. 

The  Temple:  The  corner-stone  was  laid  April 
6th,  1853,  and  the  amount  expended  up  to  the 
present  date  is  over  $3, 500,000.  It  is  200  by  100 
feet ; the  walls  are  100  feet  high,  and  the  middle 
tower  on  each  end  will  be  200  feet  high.  It  is 
built  entirely  of  granite. 

The  Tabernacle  is  250  by  150  feet,  and  70  feet 
high.  It  has  a seating  capacity  of  12,000,  and 
contains  one  of  the  finest  organs  in  the  world. 
Services  every  Sunday  at  2 p.  m. 

The  Assembly  Hall  is  120  by  68  feet ; cost 
$150,000,  and  will  seat  2,500. 

The  Lion,  Bee  Hive  and  Gardo  Houses  were 
built  by  Brigham  Young  for  residences  The 
latter  now  belongs  to  the  Church  and  is  Presi- 
dent Taylor’s  residence. 

There  are  nearly  100  miles  of  streets  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  132  feet  wide.  The  blocks  are  660  feet 
square. 

The  Population  of  Utah  is  200,000;  Salt  Lake 
City,  30,000. 

Great  Salt  Lake  is  100  miles  long  by  60  wide; 
the  average  depth  is  40  feet.  The  height  above 
sea  level  is  4,218  feet.  The  bathing  is  considered 
the  finest  in  the  world.

The  Warm  Sulphur  Baths  and  Springs  are 
four  miles  north  of  the  city.
